Now that the wor«. of framing tb< 
■.itimatea for the year is occui>3'ing th( 
ftttdntion of tbe Executive, we woulc 
desire ones more to urge tlie impoi- 
tanee of proriding more fully for tht 
educational wants of 4liis coinmunitv 
— the higher educational .wan of the 
ProTintte, in fact. At present Britisl 
Columbia cannot boast of an institu- 
tion of learning where the youth cai; 
obtain a classical education, — no, noi 
eren a grammar school! We allude 
now to Goveinmont educational insli- 
tuliona. Thero arc privnti* or denom- 
inational schools pulling forward cei- 
tain claims, somo of thorn quohtioiiablo 
enough; but iLo fact lliat, .u ovory in- 
stance, n supeiior ellut'atioii both foi 
b >y8 and girls is sought bcyoud lh( 
bounds of tho Proviiici; tcl Is the wholf 
■torj of homo destitution in this re- 
■poct. AVhoro oflucatiou is wholly un- 
dertaken by tho Stale and paid for out 
of the public revenue, as is the cast- 
here, it is incumbenl upon the State, 
both as a matter of polioy and justice 
to tho tax-pny^rs, to seo that Ihe want 
la fully mot, thai 111 system is broad 
enough and high cnoL';,'!! to moot the 
reasonable wants of all. I'nless tho 
educational system comes up lo this 
standard, there obviously must be an 
element of injustice in taxing all alike 
for its support. It cannot be contend- 
ed that it is quite fair, for instance, to 
those who must either send their child- 
ran abroad for that education denied 
them in the Ttate schools, or pay for 
private tuition out of their own poclj- 
ets, while contributing their full quo- 
ta towards state education. To onr 
mind, the principle is quite clear that, 
in order to bo just, our educational 
system should be made to meet the 
reasonable wants of all. It has been 
already shown to bo radically defiScient 
in respect to higher education; and it is 
alike tho duty and tru? obey of the Go v- 
ernment to remedy that defocl. There 
can bo little doubt about the first step. 
A high school, ultimately to merge in- 
to a full fledged university, should be 
established in this city without delay. 
Were such an institution in cxiHtcneo, 
not only would tho necessity for seek- 
ing education abroad to u great extent 
cease, but thero is every probability 
that we would have the youth of neigh- 
bourinc: countries seeking education 
here. Considering the natural advan- 
tages and attractions of Victoria, its 
exceptional healthfulivjss and the un- 
surpassed beauty of itfj suironudingH, 
there seems no reason to doubt that a 
first class educational institution would 
not only meet thi home want, but 
would tend to make Victoria a jiojiu- 
lar seat of learning on tho NorJi l^ic - 
fic. There can bo no doubt,, that it 
would exert a favorable iutltionce up- 
on immigration, aa tbe want of proper 
facilities for superior education is 
known to have jjrevonted mo.st desira- 
ble families from co'miiig here. It is 
to be hoped tliat another session of 
the Legislature will not be ijennittod 
to pass over without this subject ro- 
oeiving that attention to which its im- 
portance entities it.

— Madame do 
Lioven told me tliat it was. impossible 
to describe tho contempt as well as 
disliko which tho wholo corps diplo- 
matic had for Piilmerston, and point- 
ing to Tallej'raud, who was sitting 
close by, "surtout lui." They havo 
tho iiieunost opinion of his capacity, 
and his niunnera are tho reverse of 
conciliatory. Slio cannot iiuagirio 
how his colleague.^ boar with him, and 
Lord Grey supports him vehemently. 
Tho only friend he has in the Cabinet 
is (ir.ilKim, who lias no weight. His 
unpoiiularity in his own oflico is iiui'o 
as groat as it i:i among the Foreign 
Ministers, and lio does nothing, so 
that they do not inako up in respect 
for what the}' want in inclination. 
George Villiers complains that for 
above three mouths ho has not receiv- 
ed a bingle line from him, and he is a 
young minister uniJi actised in tho pro- 
fession, to whom ifl committed tho 
most delicate and dilfionlt mission in 
Europe. He spends liis time in mak- 
ing love to Mrs. P ,whom he takes 

to tho Houeo of Coraiuona to hear 
8i)oochcs wliich he does not make, and 
where ho oxiiibits his coucjuest, and 
certainly it is bent of his ox[)loitH, but 
what a successor of Canning, whom bj- 
the-way ho effects to imitate! What 
would be Canning's indignation if he 
could look from his grave and see 
those new lioformers, who ape him in 
his worst qualities, and who blunder 
and bluster in the seat wbieh he once 
filled with such glorv and success! 

Ch. XXII.— Nov.' 13th, 1833.— A 
Book in Buf.eciiks.- — Ou Sunda}' dined 
with Itogers, Moore, Sidney, Macau- 
lay. Sidney loss vivacious than usual 
and somewhat overpowered and talked 
down by what Moore called the "flu- 
men sormonis" of Macaulay.
